A ter a eine delay in Amman because of iliness, Subject had audiences 
ASXBdullah Mftait and laier contacted Glubb (Pacha\«ho furnished her with 
an Arab Legion escort for the last leg of the trip to verusalem, Upon reach- 
ing Jerusalem Subject was, receiv Katie*Aantonious and presented to a number 
of Palestinians including Dr. Mousa _fusayni and his Germain wife, Shortly 
after Subject returned to Amman from Jerusalem, Abduliah wag assassinated and 
Subject was cuestioned in an effort to establish Dr. Husayni's connection with 
the plot. She convinced the police that she knew nothing of the scheme, 


3. By early August Subject's resources had dwindled to practicaliy nothing. 
fhrough friends in the Arab Legion cavalry she ws able to secure accommodations 
at the Jerka Camp (15 miles from Amman) as the guest of the Legion. Yuring 

this period Subject became acquainted Decca Gavia Cone aa, the 
commanding officer of the Hashemite Regiment of the Legion and a judge in the 
Abdullah assassination trial. Yollowing the exposure on 1 September of the 
schema to place Naif on the throne and the possible involvement of Mafalli 

in the plot, Subject was again questioned regarding her activity. However she 
visited Glubb Pasha and convinced him that she had no interest in politics and 


that her only reason for being in Jordan wag to pursue her interest in Arabian a4 
horses and to gather photographs and other material for magasine articles, She S' 
obtained his permisaion to remain in the country for a few weeks loncer and on ae 
18 September accompanied Majalli on a trip to Kerak and Aqaba in order to obtain = | 
material on the Bedouins. Before leaving she stated that she will spend about Ss! 
ton days with Majalli and then a few in Amman before starting out on the return =. 
trip to Europe. ud |
